IN CALIFORNIA 
FARM PRODUCTS 


SACRAMENTO, June 9—Prices 
received by California farmers as 
of May 15 were lower for most 
commodities than a month earlier, 
according to the California Crop 
and Livestock Reporting service. 

Substantially lower prices were 
received for potatoes, hay, alfalfa 
seed, oranges, calves, poultry, and 
eggs. Slight to moderate declines 
were recorded for grains, cotton, 
beef cattle, and milk. Prices re- 
ceived for grapefruit, lemons, 
hogs, lambs, wool, and milk cows 


than a month earlier. 

Prices received on May 15 for 
wheat, oats, rice, hay, alfalfa seed, 
oranges, wool, poultry, and eggs* 
averaged moderately higher than 
a@ year ago, while lower prices 
were received for corn, barley, 
sorghum grain, cotton, grapefruit, 
lemons, hogs, beef cattle, calves, 
milk, and milk cows. 

Prices. were well above the 
1954-58 mid-May average for hay, 
alfalfa seed, oranges, beef cattle, 
calves, and milk cows, but con- 
siderably below average for corn, 
wheat, sorghum grain, rice, grape- 
fruit, lemons, hogs, poultry, and 
eges.

Like most organized games it 
has a uniform, usually a tuxedo 
for the male participants, and 
lacy, frilly things for the females 
involved, and a starting ceremony, 
usually in a religious setting.

Here in Porterville the game 
has been developed to its highest 
state.

When we got 
hitched up with the wife in 1956 
we devised this admirable bit of 
trickery to defeat and hopelessly 
disorganize a formidable array of 
harassers. That was in August 
of 1956. We had gone through 
all the time-honored procedures of 
the game, the hidden car bit and 
the car swtich arrangement, but 
we knew that the harassers had 
us defensed.

Meat 
Tenderizers 


@ Fissure or Fistula 


Q. Would the frequent use of 
meat that has -been treated 
with tenderizing powder have 
any harmful effects? 

A. There seems to be no reason 
to believe that use of tenderized 
meat is harmful. The tenderizing 
powders, which are themselves 
harmless, partially digest meat 
(protein) and the products formed 
are those normally produced in 
the breaking down or digestion of 
protein. 


Q. What is the difference be- 
tween an anal fissure and an 
anal fistula? 

A. A fissure is a slit-like, elon- 
gated, shallow ulcer. A fistula is 
a canal or tube-like abscess. Anal 
fissures often become infected and 
burrowing of the infection may 
result in formation of a fistula. 
Cure of a chronc anal fissure (or 
an anal fistula if one has formed) 
requires removal of all involved 
tissue and is mainly a surgical 
matter.

ly comprehensive plan for a com- 
plete remodelling of our state gov- 
ernment is developed and brought 
to the attention of the Legisla- 
ture. The last major overhaul of 
state agencies was made in: 1927. 

Recently, the Assembly com- 
mittee on government organiza- 
tion met to study the newest plan 
for comprehensive re-alignment of 


‘|state functions and machinery. 


Developed at the Governor’s re- 
quest by a special study commit- 
tee, the plan was almost a year in 
preparation. Represented on the 
committee were city and county 
administration, the University, 
state departments, and the Gov- 
ernor’s office. 

In stating the problem which 
brought about the committee’s as- 
signment, its report cited the facts 
that, in the thirty-odd years since 
the last reorganization, the an- 
nual state budget has increased 
from $125 million to $2.5 billion, 
and the number of state employees 
jumped from 17,500 to 112,500. 
The committee found, it was stat- 
ed, that the Governorship has 
been weakened by diffusion of 
authority to numerous independ- 


ent boards and _ commissions, 
which no one individual could 
properly supervise. Department 


heads are unable to communicate 
adequately with the Governor, or 
with each other. The Governor’s 
Council has grown so large and 
unwieldy that he no longer has an 
effective means for making and 
executing unified policy. Last. 
there is not enough top-level work 
on program planning and evalua- 
tion. 


To correct these weaknesses, 
and restore to the office of Gov- 
ernor the authority it is supposed 
to have under the Constitution, 
the study committee report recom- 
mends a thorough reorganization 
of California state government. 
The plan provides for the consoli- 
dation of all departments, boards 
and commissions, except those es- 
tablished in the Constitution, into 
nine major units. Eight of these 
would be called “‘agencies”. Seven 
would be responsible for serving 
the, publie directly, and the eighth 
for revenue collection and ‘‘house- 
keeping’”’. The ninth unit would 
be a new executive department 
in the Governor’s office to handle 
the budget, general management, 
and planning. Though the de- 
partment of finance, which has 
managed the business affairs of 
the state for thirty years, is not 
mentioned in the body of the re- 
port, it is obvious: that it would 
be eliminated and its duties turn- 
ed over primarily to the proposed 
executive department. 

Each “agency’’ would be headed 
by an “administrator”? who would 
report to the Governor, and would 
have supervisory responsibility for 
the departments in his agency. 
Space permits me to give only a 
couple of examples of proposed 
agencies. The existing depart- 
ments of agriculture, fish and 
game, natural resources and rec- 
reation would be grouped in a 
resources agency. Highways, wa- 
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ter, public buildings, and the port 


bined in a public works agency. 

It is apparent these recommen- ‘' 
dations will have a rough road. 
The chairman of the study com- 
mittee did not sign the report, in | 
protest to abolition of the depart- 
ment of finance. The report it- 
self admitted that many sugges- 
tions will. not meet with unani- 
mous acceptance. We will prob- 
ably have many tough sessions 
with all of them.

to the Tule river, except that: 

“a. This agreement shall be 
deemed to apply only to such wa- 
ters and water storage facilities as 
are presently used by applicants 
without vested rights to divert 
and store. 


“b, It shall not be deemed to 
affect the proper use of an estab- 
lished appropriative right. 

“ec. It shall not prevent an ap- 
plicant from acquiring and using 
water by purchase and exchange 
agreements to the extent such wa- 
ter may become available. 


“Inspection: Applicants grant 
protestants the right to reason- 
ably and periodically inspect their 
lands and water diversion and use 
facilities to determine compliance 
with the terms of this agreement. 
The applicants are to be given 
reasonable notice of the proposed 
inspections and afforded reason- 
able opportunity to be present at 
the time of inspection. Reason- 
able means of measuring diver-. 
sions may be installed at appli- 
cants’ diversion works by the pro- 
testants at their option. 


“5. Description of. facilities and 
water use: A description of the 
applicants’ dams and reservoirs, 
source and type of water use, esti- 
mated quantities of use, and areas 
and acreages of use will be found 
in said applications, evidence and 
testimony in said hearings, and 
the staff investigations and re- 
ports of the State Water Rights 
board and Department of Water 
resources, reference to which may 
be made. for determination of any 
controversy arising under this 
agreement. 

“6. Benefits: This agreement 
shall benefit and be binding upon 
the parties and their successors in 
interest.”’
